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BRITISH POSTAL REGEIPTS
SHOW INGREASE

London, Nov.—The oross rev-
enue collected in postage on cor-
respondence and parcels by the
British pestafice far the last fis-
1' cal year will be 40.900.000 pounds
according to estimates of the de-
partment. This a substantiai
inerease over the previous year
and a slicht increase over the
vear preceding the war.

Estimates for 1921-1922 based
on figures of last Oectober, show
that the department will handle
5.400.060.000 letters; %500.000.-
OGN posteards, 1.150,000.0GC
printed papers and  190.000,000
newspapers,

““The recent economic disasters
we have suffered, due not to our
aaministration bt principally to
our cooperation with the United
States in the great war, by in-
dreasing enormously our suga-
produection in response to Amer:-
ca indlcations, have revealed
facts related to contracts, pay-
ments, etec., that have alarmed
cur people unaccustomed to
these irregularities, which are fre-
quent in other countries enjoy-
mmg the reputation of being
models.’’
